Cabbage requires deep, rich, mellow soil, high manuring, and good 
culture to obtain fine, solid heads. For early use, sow seeds of the early 
kinds in the hotbeds or m_a box in the house the last of January or early 
in February; transplant into the open ground in April in rows 2 feet 
apart and 1% feet apart in the row; or sow a bed of seed outside as soon 
as the soil can be worked; transplant in about four weeks. For second 
early Cabbage, sow in April and transplant in May. For late Cabbage, 
sow in May and transplant in July in rows 3 feet apart and 2 feet apart 
in the row. In transplanting, It is important that plants be set down to 
the first leaf, so that the stem may not be injured in case of frost. Be 
careful not to cover the heart of the plant. Hoe every week and stir soil 
deep. As they advance in growth draw a little earth to the plants until 
they begin to head. To prevent splitting or bursting, go frequently over 
the ground and push every cabbage that appears about to mature over 
sideways, which will break some of the roots and check its growth. To 
prevent attacks of the cabbage fly on small plants, dust thoroughly with 
plaster, air-slacked lime, or wood ashes. 

For cabbage worm, use Hammond’s Slug Shot.

Sow the seed 
in a hotbed or coldframe, or in the open ground, as soon as fit to work in the spring. Prepare 
the soil well before sowing, also keep quite moist until the seed germinates. To insure stalky 
plants, cut back to within 2 inches of the crown when 4 inches high. Transplanting of the 
early sorts should be done about June 15 and from that on to August 15, for the late 
varieties. Set plants in a single row, 6 inches apart, either on the level surface or in a 
shallow trench, giving them a good watering. The rows should be 3 feet apart where 
boards are to be used for blanching, or 4 feet apart where soil is used. One ounce of seed 
sown in flats produces about 8,000 to 10,000 plants. Plenty of seed should be used so that 
the best plants may be selected for transplanting.

if some fertilizer is mixed in where the hills occur.

cover one-half an inch deep, smoothing the hill off with the hoe. When the plants are out of danger of i Insects, thin out to three 
or four plants to a hill. The seed may also be sown in rows 6 feet apart, with the seed every few inches in the row, thinning 
out when plants are large enough to withstand the bugs. For pickles, plant from June 1 to August 1. The fruit should be gath- 
ered when large enough for pickling, whether required for use or not, as, if left to ripen on the vines, it destroys their productiveness.

Culture.—Fér early spring use, sow in a seedbed in September or October, and protect through the winter in coldframes, 
or in the South with leaves or litter, or sow in a hotbed in early spring. Lettuce plants may also be started very successfully in 
the house in boxes which are about 5 inches deep.

The Cheapest and Easiest Way of Improving the Soil and Increasing Crops 


Nitrogen is the most costly of fertilizing elements 
and, in many respects, the most important. The cheap- 
est way of adding nitrogen to the soil is through the 


the plants cannot get their nitrogen from the air but 
must draw on the supply im the soil, thus robbing the 
soil instead of enriching it, and making only a poor or 


agency of the legume crops, such 
as the clovers, alfalfa, vetch, soy 
beans, etc. 

The Jegume crops alone cannot 
add nitrogen to the soil, but they do 
provide in their root systems a “work- 
shop” in which certain bacteria are 
able to capture “free” nitrogen from 
the air that filters down through the 
upper soil and change it into “fixed” 
nitrogen compounds available for 
plant-food. When the right 
kind of bacteria are present 
they capture all the nitrogen 
needed by the growing crop 
and store. up a_ surplus 
besides which becomes 
available for future crops. 

These nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria form nodules on 
the roots. Numerous large 
nodules indicate a good 
supply of bacteria. If there 
are no bacteria in the soil, 
no nodules will form and 


mediocre crop. 


Each different legume crop or group of crops has a 
distinct type of bacteria. This explains why a soil which 
grows good clover will not always grow good alfalfa, 
and vice-versa. 


Inoculation means placing in the soil a supply of the 
right kind of bacteria. Inoculation with a pure culture 
of living bacteria is easy and inexpensive. It always 
pays. If the right bacteria are not already well dis- 
tributed in the field, inoculation is necessary before the 
crop can make a good growth and add nitrogen to the 
soil. Even if the right bacteria are present, moculation 
with a fresh, pure culture produces better results, in- 
suring the most rapid and luxuriant crop-growth, the 
formation of the most nodules, and the storing up of 
the largest supply of nitrogen. 


If a new kind of Iegume crop is to be sown, the seed 
should always be inoculated with a fresh supply of the 
new kind of bacteria required.

Have You a Hardy Garden? 


So much interest is being displayed in perennial flowers at the present time that a few words here regarding them may not 
be amiss. Our list contains many of the most popular sorts. Perennials are not difficult to grow, but are slower in starting 
than annuals, so that care should be taken that the soil does not dry out. The ideal place to start them is in a coldframe, where 
the soil can be kept moist, and where they can be protected from heavy rains. If the seed is sown early, some varieties will 
bloom the first year, but it is not until the second year that you get the best results; then for several years they will increase in 
beauty and value, affording color in the garden and cut-flowers before the annuals come into bloom. Perennials are so much 
cheaper to grow from seed than to buy the plants.
